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Dictaphone Thought Master 260 - a new, US-made, desk top 
dictator/transcriber which features the electronic display of 
indexing cue tones recorded on the cassette tape. During fast 
forward playback, an automatic scanning system searches the tape 
for each letter or special instruction cue tone, and illuminates a 
■nail LED display in an appropriate spot along an index scale. The 
preparation and transfer of paper index strips are therefore 
eliminated by this electronic system. 

Machine dictation speeds the process of moving speech 
from the word originator or author to the secretary or 
transcriptionist. Dictation starts the input phase of the 
word processing cycle. By utilizing machine dictation, this 
step is shortened considerably — machine dictation being 
about five times faster than longhand, and over twice as 
fast as face-to-face shorthand. Additional productivity is 
also gained by eliminating the secretary (stenographer) in 
a “shorthandless” mode of dictating. Dictation equipment 
is the only form of modern word processing office 
machinery that is directly employed by the executive. 
Automatic typewriters or text editors and copiers ease the 
burdens (and increase the performance) of secretarial or 
clerical personnel; dictation units optimize the per¬ 
formance of both office and executive staffs. 

DICTATION MACHINERY 

Dictation equipment trace their ancestry back to Edison’s 
first cylinder playing phonograph. By the Twenties the 
wax recording cylinder became the mainstay in dictation 
recording applications, and continued in widespread use 
up until the Fifties. Other inscribed means of recording 
£. where the media is physically cut or scratched) came 
nto vogue during and just after World War II.

Machine "automated" dictation can speed the input 
portion of the word processing cycle by eliminating 
the need for longhand composition or shorthand 
note taking. This Report covers the applications and 
use of dictation equipment, and describes the 
features of over 110 units now on the market. 


re-use after being recorded; inscribed media is not easily 
erased and usually cannot be re-recorded. Thus, magnetic 
dictation means allow the user to review and edit 
messages, and to make corrections directly on the 
recorded sound track. Tape varieties (loops, cassettes, 
etc.) also provide longer per-unit record times, and may be 
indexed through equipment at higher search or rewind 
speeds. About the only place in today’s dictation market 
where inscribed belts still retain a strong following is from 
users who require a permanent recording for credibility or 
legal weight. The prime application is for interviewing 
witnesses; alterations in the recording are difficult or 
almost impossible to make without detection. 

Although many are familiar with magnetic tape 
equipment used to record and reproduce sound (audio) on 
cassettes or cartridges, there are basic differences between 
dictation and entertainment recording machinery. For 
complete spectrum audio reproduction, the dictation 
machine is usually inferior to an entertainment device. 
Dictation equipment is involved in recording the spoken 
word — frequencies that range between 300 to 3500 Hertz 
(cycles per second). Entertainment recorders are usually

X> designed to capture and reproduce music and lyrics as well 
as speech, and therefore have a frequency response range 
that extends from 20 to over 10,000 Hertz. Conversely, 
dictation equipment are designed with controls that are 
grouped for convenient use, and that provide a variety of 
functions not required by an entertainment unit. 
Dictation machines are also a degree more durable, being 
built for rugged day-in, day-out use. 

APPLICATION ADVANTAGES 

Typical speech rates averaged across the U.S. are 90 to 
110 words per minute. This contrasts with handwriting 
speeds of 10 to 15 words per minute. Dictation speaking 
rates are somewhat slower, averaging about 60 to 80 
words per minute. 

The typical business letter has been steadily growing 
shorter and shorter. At the present it is about 150 words 
long, and takes about 3 minutes to dictate to a machine or 
12 minutes to write out in longhand. For a $20,000 per 
year executive ($.16 to $.17 per minute), this savings of 9 
minutes is worth about $1.50 on the average letter. 

For a business executive to dictate in the past, it was 
necessary for the dictator either to work with rather 
cumbersome equipment having generally poor human 
design aspects, or to dictate in a live, face-to-face 
encounter with a secretary. This latter approach is the 
most convenient method that will ever be available to the 
dictator. But it is by no means a universal or even a really 
practical solution to the great majority of dictation 
requirements. For one thing, the secretary who takes live 
dictation must have highly developed shorthand skills, and 
must be physically available whenever dictation is given. 
In today’s offices, secretaries can be most productive if 
they are properly supported with modem, high-efficiency 
office equipment such as automatic typing systems, high 
speed copiers, calculators, internal/external communica¬ 
tion systems, etc. The interruption of secretarial operation 
or interaction with these systems to take five dictation can 
be highly inefficient and not at all cost-effective. 


Furthermore, live dictation rates for a dictator-secretary 
team without distracting phone calls averages only about 
30 words per minute. 

A much better way of satisfying office dictation and 
increasing the productivity of the word originator is to 
provide easy-to-use and readily accessible dictation 
equipment. Such equipment plus proper dictator training 
allows higher rates (up to 60 to 80 words per minute) at 
the dictator’s convenience, as well as permitting the 
secretary to transcribe dictation in an orderly, systematic 
manner. Thus, the dictation process need not interrupt 
the effective and efficient operation of other costly 
equipment by the secretary; this in turn helps increase 
overall office productivity. 

The use of dictation equipment to free the secretary from 
taking dictation face-to-face is all the more important 
when one realizes that it requires 3 or 4 hours for a 
dictator to create one full hour of recorded dictation. This 
3- or 4-to-l ratio is caused by natural inefficiencies in the 
organization of thoughts, and pauses (normally not 
recorded) to phrase sentences and contemplate the 
context of remarks. The resulting hour’s worth of 
dictation will then take about 4 to 6 hours to be fully 
transcribed by a secretary. Thus, eliminating the physical 
presence of the secretary during the actual dictation 
process frees at least 4 hours of secretarial time for other 
tasks. With proper training, the dictator can be expected 
to refine his dictation skills, reducing the preparation time 
needed to record an hour of dictation. 

The use of automatic typing/text editing equipment (See 
Report SI3-050-101) in conjunction with dictation 
equipment further improves office productivity. Dictation 
must almost always be typed twice, once in a draft form 
and again in final form to allow for author changes, page 
formatting, etc. Effective rough draft typing speeds 
averaged over a full day to allow for forms handling, etc. 
are about 15 wpm when typing from shorthand or 
longhand as compared with about 20 wpm when typing 
from recorded dictation using an electric typewriter 
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Costs in the two tables have been computed for 
an originator or executive making $20,000 per 
year, and a secretary versed in shorthand 
making $7,800 per year. Dictation machine 
costs may be decreased further if a transcrip- 
tionist-typist without a knowledge of shorthand 
and other secretarial skills is employed at a 
lower per year rate. 


' about 30 words per minute for original input typing 
JEing an automatic typing system). The main reason for 
this improvement is that the typist doesn’t have to look 
up from the typewriter to read, and can digest whole 
phrases via dictation. This also acts to improve accuracy. 
A one-third increase in productivity is experienced with 
an electric typewriter and dictation transcription, and a 
one-half increase with automatic typing. With an 
automatic typing system the words are recorded on a 
storage medium at the time of rough drafting, and 
subsequent changes can be made on an exception basis 
(Le. alteration or insertion of specific words or phrases 
only) with final output typing done automatically at ultra 
nigh speeds (150 to more than 500 words per minute). 

Other benefits of dictation equipment over live dictation 

include: 

• The ability of any secretary to transcribe the dictation 
(the problem of one secretary deciphering another’s 
shorthand is eliminated). 

• The ability to transcribe at speeds greater than for 
shorthand material. 

Two new factors have recently emerged in conjunction 
with the use of dictation equipment.

• Prestige, where some persons in an organization have 
their own desktop units or tele phone/direct wire access 
to a central unit and others don’t (a dubious attribute 
at best since such status symbols do not directly 
improve productivity). 

• Electronic note taking for recording verbal material 
that is never intended to be transcribed. With the 
widespread availability of handy discrete media 
portable systems, it is possible to communicate 
point-to-point (person-to-person) on an audio-only 
basis without ever invoking a transcription process to 
produce hard copy. 

Examples of this latter use are evident in a service- 
oriented real-time environment such as for a police force, 
fire department, claims adjustment, sales management and 
any operation where orders must be communicated or a 
log record of activity kept for further reference. 

All of the benefits of dictation operate to produce dollar 
savings by virtue of conserving time, both for the 
secretary as well as the word originator, in terms of total 
time required to handle a given workload (throughput) 
and in shortened turnaround time for individual jobs.

TRADEOFFS 

One of the factors that has tended to retard effective 
utilization is that many word originators have problems in 
using dictation equipment. It has widely been estimated 
that well under one-third of the dictation systems 
installed today are actively being used, even though the 
greatest bottom line cost saving in the production of 
typewritten material can be obtained through the use of 
such equipment. 

The problems encountered by word originators stem 
jointly from lack of proper education about how to 
integrate the equipment into an effective system of office 
procedures, and an even more serious shortcoming 
regarding proper dictation techniques. Thorough know¬ 
ledge in both of these areas is necessary in order to 
effectively use dictation equipment. Merely buying a 
random collection of hardware and clearing off desk or 
shelf space for it to sit on will not suffice. This is 
especially true if the office environment contains other 
sophisticated word processing equipment/systems. 

Perhaps the biggest drawback to using dictation 
equipment associated with other word processing devices 
is that the executive feels threatened by the fear of losing 
his high-status private secretary. Refusal to use dictation 


equipment on these grounds is rather an exorbitant price 
to pay in terms of productivity for the trappings of status. 

All of the major equipment manufacturers have 
recognized the need for proper customer education 
(terming this education “software”), and provide a variety 
of means whereby the customer can learn to make 
effective use of dictation equipment. Moreover, direct 
vendor action has been taken to overcome certain 
psychological difficulties encountered by dictators who 
don’t like to talk into microphones (“mike fright”) by 
using telephone-type handsets to access the dictation 
system. 

In word processing centers, the simple physical considera¬ 
tion of internal document delivery can also be a serious 
problem. For input from the remotely located word 
originator to the centralized secretary, one of the most 
effective solutions available thus far is a central dictation 
system whereby all delivery of words to the center is done 
electronically over internal or external wiring. In a high 
rise building complex with many floors, wings, and/or 
other physical barriers to interoffice delivery, this solution 
to physical input (even for internal dictation users) 
provides no small benefit. 

PLANNING CONSIDERATIONS 

One of the popular office automation approaches is the 
establishment of the word processing or correspondence 
center. Such a support facility permits centralization to

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achieve the highest possible utilization of highly skilled 
rersonnel and expensive equipment. Another popular 
■.inant of the corporate word processing center is the 
departmental center that operates on a localized basis so 
that full departmental control over the secretarial 
function is not diluted. 

Dictation equipment fits nicely into the word processing 
center concept. The physical centralization of the typing 
: unction in one location creates a need to transfer words 
coth into the center and back to the originator in draft 
« x final) form. An effective means of handling the input 
or words is via a central dictation system that lets the user 
dictate at will from the office, and allows the secretary to 
tiinscribe the dictation at the center. The actual dictation 
equipment is completely separate from the automatic 
ty ping equipment, and machines from any typing system 
vendor can readily be mixed with dictating equipment 
from any other vendor. 

Special requests for rush items, confidential documents, 
etc. can be handled either by calling the word processing 
center manager before dictating, or by recording 
comments on the dictation medium itself. Dictated 
materials are returned as soon as completed, all finished 
manuscripts delivered periodically during the day. The 
author then makes arrangements to have the materials 
routed or mailed. If revisions are needed, typed materials 
complete with all copies are returned to the center with 
the revisions indicated. The word processing center 
facilitates consistency in style and form (uniform letter 
placement) throughout the company. 

Four-hour turnaround time is typical for dictation 
supported by a well equipped word processing center. 
Dictation loads traditionally peak at 10:50 to 11:00 am 
and 3:15 to 3:30 pm. The potential user should also 
obtain sufficient equipment to support dictation at these 
hours so that confidence in the system is maintained. 
Long waiting time periods tend to frustrate would-be 
dictators, reducing system use by reversions to former, 
less cost effective methods. 

A sign of maturity in the dictation industry is that a 
considerable amount of time, money, and energy is 
expended on “software”. Broadly defined, software 
means education, principally for the dictator. A variety of 
approaches have been put forward by the vendors to help 
the user take better advantage of dictation equipment. 
They range from cassette-based training programs 
augmented by self-tutoring programmed instructional 
manuals (Dictaphone’s “Writing Out Loud” course to 
improve letter writing skills, teach effective dictation, and 
help set up and organize a word processing center); 
fuD -scale audio-visual presentations (IBM’s “First Time 
Final” executive level training program); to actual 
icissroom instruction in combination with a workshop or 
.inic for actual practice (Lanier’s full-day “Don’t Write 
. .Dictate” executive-secretary team training program). 

M of these training approaches aim at three objectives:

• Overcoming “mike fright” and getting the dictator to 
accept and use the equipment. 

• Helping the user set up and and organize an effective 
word processing center with appropriate application of 
other office equipment such as automatic typing 
systems, copiers, etc. 

• Teaching the dictator how to prepare and organize his 
thoughts for dictation so that the dictation process is 
as clean and efficient as possible. 

This last point deserves further attention. The primary 
purpose of dictation equipment is to improve the 
productivity of the word originator (most other types of 
word processing equipment such as automatic-typing 
systems or copiers tend to improve the productivity of the 
secretary). The proper use of good dictation techniques 
by the executive can contribute directly to serving this 
important cause. Since the average dictator will spend 3 or

2> 4 hours producing one full hour of dictation, there 
clearly exists an opportunity through the better 
organization of his thoughts to cut dictation time by 
one-half. 

The following Ten Guidelines for Dictation are taken 
from the Dictaphone “Writing Out Loud” course and 
illustrate the nature of self-imposed discipline that the 
dictator should master: 

• Identify Yourself — name, department, phone number, 
correspondence symbol, etc. 

• State What You Are Dictating — letter, memo, report, 
rough draft or finished product, double spaced or 
single, margin size. 

• Identify The Priority — When dictating more than one 
item, give them in priority order. If your company has 
a word processing center, notify the center of high 
priority items before dictating. 

• Indicate What Paper Should Be Used - Company 
letterhead? If more than one, which? Interoffice 
memo? Personal stationary? How many copies? What 
type (e.g. carbons, office copier, or offset)? Must 
envelopes be addressed? 

• Describe The Distribution And Identify Each Receiver 
— Spell out names and addresses. Use phonetic 
alphabetic for initials. Spell out numbers that might be 
confusing (e.g. fifty and fifteen, sixty and sixteen, 
etc.). 

• Spell Out Any Words That Might Give Trouble — such 
as homonyms (accept/except, council/counsel, elicit/ 
illicit, forward/foreword, incidence/incidents); uncom¬ 
mon words (holocaust, impugn, enigma, reneg, surfeit. 


ensconced); foreign words (tete-a-tete, coup, gestalt, 
viscount, risque, kaput); slang words (guesstimate, 
razzmatazz); technical words (phenol, emulsified, 
tensile, viscous, ductile, catalytic, electrolytic, pneu¬ 
matic); and other words that might be misunderstood. 

• Dictate All Punctuation — Commas and parentheses; 
colons and semicolons; quotes; apostrophes; hyphens; 
and final punctuation. 

• Spell Out All Mechanical Instructions — Paragraphs to 
be indented beyond the regular margins; quotes to be 
given special margin treatment; columns of figures; 
entries to be numbered and typed under one another; 
titles to be underlined; space to the left for a 
hand-drawn table or illustration; etc. 

• Maintain Voice Control — Speaking in a normal, 
relaxed conversational tone that is not too fast 
(especially on material that’s familiar). Avoid 
mumbling, smoking, chewing (pencil or gum) bumbling 
with the dictating instrument; use appropriate 
inflections and pauses, and signal instructions to typist 
(e.g. change tone, give beeps, use her name). 

• Load Brain Before Firing Mouth — Decide objectives 
first; select your points and sequence them so as to 
meet these objectives; organize ideas into paragraphs; 
break up long sequences into paragraphs; make notes 
on scrap paper or in margins of letter you are answering; 
indicate approximate length of letter (number of 
paragraphs) in advance and during dictation; indicate 
each paragraph with “...period. New paragraph.” 

Most of these points are simple techniques that help the 

secretary and increase overall office productivity, while 

the last point is the real meat of the lesson. So beneficial

• Desktop Units — This type of unit is the most widely

to-secretary environment. Each originator has a 
personal desktop “dictator” (dictation machine) to 
record messages onto media that is then physically 

■ rewarded to a transcriptionist for typing. Desktop 
inscribers are also employed with discrete, removable 

media, centrallized systems as independent, off-line 
rrmscription stations. Desktop dictation equipment 
ranges in price from $220 to $995, with an average 
cost at the $450 level. 


• Portable (Handheld) Units - Portables comprise the 
fastest growing segment of the dictation equipment 
market, and are designed for in-the-field use. They vary 
in weight from about one-half pound to two pounds, 
and come in sizes small enough to fit in a shirt pocket 
or purse to as big as a cigar box. Recordings are made 
on magnetic or plastic belts, or on magnetic tape reels, 
discs, cassettes or mini/micro-cassettes. Each of these 
media is easily mailed or forwarded back to a central 
office for transcription on a compatible desktop unit. 
Portable prices range from $70 to $575, with an 
average cost of about $220. 

• Special Configurations — The courtroom or conference 
recorder may be considered as a special class of 
“dictation” equipment. Such recorder configurations 
employ a number of microphones to record several 
speakers simultaneously on separate tape tracks. This 
separation eases the transcription cycle, enabling the 
transcriptionist to recognize each distinct speaker or 
witness. The courtroom or conference recorder are not, 
however, usually equipped with dictation-type con¬ 
trols, and are generally configured from reel-to-reel 
audio-type magnetic tape recorders (although a few 
systems such as Sony’s BM-144 do employ cassette 
dictation units). 

Many companies have also experimented with the use of 
entertainment-type recorders as substitutes for the more 
heavy-duty machines designed specifically for dictation. 
These attempts have been based on the fact that the 
popular, standard style, Philips-type cassette is employed 
on many dictation units as well as on entertainment 
recording equipment; and that the cost of an entertain¬ 
ment recorder can be far below those of a dictation 
machine.

X> Many factors, however, argue against the use of an 
entertainment device for dictation. Such recorders lack 
the controls and indicators that facilitate dictation and 
transcription tasks. Features like indexing, cuing, speed 
adjust, auto (increment) backspacing, end-of-media 
alarms, etc. are absent from entertainment units. Portable 
dictators contain an integral microphone. Entertainment 
recorders have to employ a cord-attached mike, making 
on-the-move dictation at conventions, etc. somewhat 
cumbersome since both mike and recorder have to be 
hand-carried. Most entertainment units are also larger and 
heavier than portable dictators. 

It should be noted that both the equipment and media 
used for dictation must be able to withstand considerably 
more use than typical entertainment systems.

Entertain 
ment machines, for instance, do not have adequab 
braking systems for dictation use. Standard cassettes mad:

tape and are heavier duty, increasing their cos' 
considerably. Dictation cassettes also have little or n 
leader at the front of the tape to reduce clipped recordin.

cassettes, developed in 1967 by Philips, are engjneere: 
specifically for dictation purposes, use a high grade o 
tape, and include special roller mechanisms. 


CENTRAL SYSTEMS 

Centralized dictation systems may be classified further b\ 
the type of recording media employed — non-removable 
magnetic tape loops, or removable discrete magnetic 
media (belts, discs, cassettes or mini-cassettes). Each 
media concept has its own unique advantages anc 
drawbacks. The long recording capacities of tape loop o: 
media-changing (autochanger) discrete systems make their 
ideally suited to unattended operation at night or over the 
weekends in institutions such as hospitals. On the othe: 
hand, such capacities (and costs) may not be needed if 
secretarial services are available to keep the level o: 
dictation stored in the central tank or recorder low. Ir 
such instances, most of the system’s capacity will remain 
unused. 

For tape loop systems, high capacity provides twc 
additional advantages. The tape medium ordinarily does 
not have to be recycled (reused) for several days, allowing 
delayed proofreading since the tape does not have to be 
erased until just prior to new dictation. Higher capacity 
tapes also cost just a fraction more than lower capacity 
versions, but have higher lifetimes. Thus, a 3-hour tape has 
three times the lifetime of a 1-hour tape. This will result 
in less frequent tape servicing and lower maintenance 
charges. 

With discrete media central systems, it is possible to 
distribute the individual belts, discs, cassettes, etc. to any 
number of typist-transcriptionists. More than one person 
can work on a batch of recorded dictation to make the 
overall dictation-to-text turnaround time as short as 
possible; the workflow can be spread evenly amongst 
office personnel. Non-removable loop systems do not 
require the physical transfer of media to the transcrip- 
tionist. The secretary or typist is patched or wired into 
the tape loop recorder or tank directly, and transcription 
may occur simultaneously with dictation. Usually no 
more than one transcriptionist may be interfaced with a 
single tank. Exceptions include Centrac’s new two-loop 
tanks, or the option of patching dictators from an almost 
full tank to others while two typists transcribe.

from remote (external) sites. External dial telephones 
may, however, be used to access and control a touch tone 
configured, centralized system via auxiliary tone 
generators or “beeper” boxes. 

One of the interesting problems of centralizing recording 
media (making it physically inaccessible to the dictator) is 
that a relatively high degree of discipline must be used at 
the time of dictation to identify priority items and convey 
special typing instructions. A certain amount of 
slip-shoddiness by the dictator on a local system can be 
corrected by transmitting handwritten instructions to the 
word processing center along with delivery of the physical 
recording medium. This cannot be done with most central 
systems. The dictator must follow good dictation 
practices (see Planning Considerations in the preceding 
text). 

When using endless loop or autochanger discrete media 
central systems, it is usually a good idea to provide a

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I> considerable amount of monitoring equipment in the 
word processing center for supervisory personnel. For 
endless loop systems, this equipment can be relatively 
expensive, but the flexibility of a central system to adjust 
workloads cannot properly be utilized without the 
monitoring/measurement devices. The difficulty of 
physically locating specific high-priority jobs in a central 
system also often mandates the use of supervisory 
equipment unless an indexing scheme is provided for the 
system. Such indexing is generally limited, however, to 
discrete media systems. 

Although the supervisory console may appear to be a bit 
complicated, its proper application in a heavy word 
processing environment can go a long way toward the 
ability to support massive workloads. Smaller scale, 
endless loop central systems in medium size firms may not 
need any monitoring equipment, but these systems would 
normally be limited-access configurations with only 2 or 3 
users. Discrete media systems, even the full-scale 
configurations, may not require any form of supervisory 
control. However, should the need for tighter control 
exist, Lanier now offers a cassette changer system 
(Tel-Edisette C) which places special status tones on each 
cassette; a CRT console can then “read” the cassettes and 
display information as to volumes by author, department, 
transcriptionist, etc. This monitor unit can decrease 
turnaround time by assigning work to the typist with the 
smallest workload, and by keeping track of priority work. 

DESKTOP & PORTABLE UNITS 

Portables are differentiated from desktop dictation units 
primarily by their size and weight, and by their battery 
power source. They also tend to have fewer index/cuing 
controls, although a few models have control features that 
are equal to their compatible desktop relations. 

An important consideration (other than price, weight, 
size, and features) for the user when selecting a portable 
or handheld unit is media compatibility between the 
recording and transcription units. Many manufacturers 
provide an interface capability on their central or desktop 
units when the portable medium is not the same as that 
used with the central or desktop unit. This approach often 
involves the use of an expensive piece of multi-media 
interface equipment. 

Desktop units are intended to be used in stationary 
environments where a 115V AC power source is available. 
In addition to requiring a wall outlet, the desktop units 
are functionally distinguished from handheld or portable 
equipment by the presence of a greater variety of operator 
indicators and controls (notably index strips or some type 
of marking scheme to record instructions for transcrip¬ 
tion), and by the absence of a built-in microphone 
Desktop units can be differentiated from central systems. 
The recording medium is generally physically co-located 
with the dictator’s recording equipment, rather than in a 
central location or at the secretary’s desk.

For discrete media systems where no 
automatic changer is provided (such as the case for 
belt-type systems), the length of unattended recording 
will be sharply limited, thus affecting the nature of the 
applications for which the system is best suited. An 
important advantage of discrete media central recording 
systems is that the media can easily be distributed in 
convenient modular increments to numerous typists, 
providing the ability to have more than one typist proceed 
concurrently on a single dictator’s input and producing 
the shortest turnaround time possible. 

The use of a non-removable endless loop in a central 
system characteristically implies a clean method of 
operating the equipment. It also implies the need for some 
form of supervisor/monitoring/control system which may 
be expensive. This supervisory equipment must be used to 
level or adjust the dictation workload between two or 
more dictation/transcription units since the non¬ 
removable (non-transferrable) nature of the medium 
requires dictated words to remain physically associated 
with a specific piece of equipment until transcribed. This 
leads to one of the major drawbacks of an endless loop 
system — only one typist can normally be assigned to a 
recorder at a time. 

The equipment used for supervisory purposes can consist 
of strip chart tracings (showing who dictated for how 
long, onto which medium, and at what time, while 
subsequent analysis at time of job completion can reveal 
turnaround time); gauges showing quantities of dictation 
in minutes that have accumulated on a given medium; and 
patch cords or routing units that can be used to level the 
workload by redirecting the flow of words, and also 
prevent material from piling up in one unit and creating a 
long turnaround time.

A recent innovation by Lanier on their Tel-Edisette C 
cassette-changing central system provides for complete 
status monitoring of workloads. Each cassette is cued for 
subsequent logging on a microprocessor-controlled CRT 
display monitor terminal. This supervisory terminal keeps 
track of (and displays) all work recorded, work 
transcribed, workload by dictator, workload by transcrip- 
tionist, priority work, etc., and will issue summary reports 
on system activities. 

Other important considerations in non-removable media 
central systems are the availability of a means to interface 
the central system with discrete media from desktop, 
handheld, or other central systems either as part of an 
overall system configuration; and the ability to distribute 
work among different typists. It should be noted at this 
point that for central systems with non-removable endless 
loop media, the entire compartment containing the media 
can generally be removed in case the unit requires factory 
servicing. In this case, the media compartment can be 
thought of as a sort of huge, unwieldy cartridge, 
removable in case of need. Thus, an old wives tale 
sometimes heard during competitive field situations to the 
effect that the entire media with its un-transcribed 
contents must accompany a piece of malfunctioning

For desktop dictators or transcribers, significant features 
include the availability of foot and/or typebar controls; 
microphones; compatibility (media-wise) with a central 
system, a portable recorder or another desktop unit; 
operator controls; and dictation indicators (index strips, 
cue tones, etc.). 


For portable units, the main configuration criteria (aside 
from weight and size) are the availability of either a 
carrying strap loop (affixed to one corner of the unit) or 
grip (affixed to two corners), as well as the availability of 
accessories such as a carrying case, external microphone, 
earphone, telephone pickup, etc. All of the portables 
listed have an internal microphone, but it is also of 
interest (for reasons of sound fidelity) to determine if a 
separate speaker is employed for playback.

Normal forward, fast forward, and reverse speeds are given 
in inches per second. The ratio between the normal 
forward and fast forward or reverse speeds ranges from 
about 6:1 to as high as 24:1 or more. For belt systems 
where the dictation is recorded in a continuous spiral over 
the belt surface, an “incremental review” capability is 
provided to hop from one track to the next. The 
significance of speed is largely in the editing process where 
either the dictator or the transcriber can search for a 
specific segment of dictation on the media. If no high 
speed search capability is present, then the editing or 
reviewing of dictation may be a tedious process. 


It is with central dictation systems that the greatest range 
of configuration options exist. One of the most significant 
parameters used to describe a central system is the 
maximum number of dictating stations supported. This 
can range from as few as one to an unlimited number. For 
multiple access paths (i.e. more than one station 
supported) some sort of selector mechanism will be 
provided so that the first dictator “busies out” the system 
to other dictators until the end of the dictation. Another 
important parameter to consider when examining a 
central system is the Hookup means. A variety of methods 
are available, including private/direct wire that is installed 
by the dictation equipment vendor or a private contractor 
entirely on the customer’s premises (private wire systems 
are generally not permitted to cross over the public 
domain such as a public street, etc.). Dial systems, where a 
DCT or DCK option leased from the phone company for 
the PBX (Private branch exchange) adds an internal trunk 
to the switchboard for full dictator access/control from 
the customer side of the switchboard, or a phone 
company RDL option on the PBX adds an external 
capability for (limited) outside dial access to a dictation 
unit or automatic answering device.

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The availability of two-way telephone recording (vis 
induction, direct connection, or a telephone beeper box 
indicates that a means is provided by the dictation vendor 
to record both the call and answer speech on a telephone 
line. Numerous types of pick-up microphones are available 
off-the-shelf in local hi-fi and electronics specialty shops 
to handle this function, and there is generally no problem 
in making this type of recording if a microphone jack is 
built into the dictation unit. As useful as this facility can 
be under certain circumstances, most vendors in the pos: 
Watergate era are hesitant about advertising telephone 
pickup capability, and encourage the user to check local 
telephone regulations carefully before using this equip¬ 
ment. Note that direct connection or telephone beeper 
boxes are what are commonly called “taps” (albeit on 
one’s own telephone), and they must be installed by the 
telephone company. The induction technique is based 
upon the use of a coil or suction cup microphone, and can 
be put in place by the user on his own telephone. If 
telephone recording is a must, one manufacturer (Hermes 
Products) even offers a desktop unit with a built-in 
telephone answering capability. 

For dictation units with a handheld microphone 
connection, the number of controls on the microphone 
generally relate to how fully featured the system is. 
Top-of-the-line units often have many controls including 
start/stop, playback, erase, end-of-letter and secretarial 
instruction. The end-of-letter marker button either places 
an audible tone on the tape (in the sound track used for 
dictation or on a special separate track) that can be 
searched for at fast forward speed, or makes a visual mark 
on an index strip for manual/automatic access by the 
typist. In some units during playback the system will 
automatically stop at this point, thus providing the 
dictator with a simple and effective means of identifying 
the beginning or end of a letter, marking a key point in 
conjunction with a message to the secretary, etc. 

Other methods of marking a specific point on the media 
or dictation measurement include index strips, paper 
program discs, and various counters. Index strips are slips 
of paper that are inserted in a slot on the machine, 
graduated into increments corresponding to the length of 
the media. Note that index strips generally cannot be used 
with non-removable media systems, and are employed 
with discrete or removable media equipment. As the 
media is recorded, an inked needle travels across the index 
strip without touching it. When the index button is 
pressed, a visible mark is made on the index strip that can 
be used as a reference point in subsequent written or 
dictated instructions. After concluding dictation, the 
index strip is removed by the dictator and sent with the 
recorded media and any written instructions to the 
transcriber. When the tape is played back by the secretary, 
the index strip is inserted in the machine and points to the 
places on tape where comments apply. Another use for 
the index strip when kept physically with the medium is 
to identify the recording. 

A prime use of the index strip has historically been to 
transmit secretarial instructions from the dictator. In !

Central systems pose a number of security considerations 
because the media is physically centralized (out of direct 
observation by the dictator), and because there may well 
be multiple access paths to the dictation unit (more than 
one dictator can record on the same medium). This is a 
major concern to prospective users. Fortunately, effective 
lockout and secrecy procedures are available. Lockout is 
privacy from eavesdropping/interference during dictation, 
while secrecy is privacy from unauthorized review of prior 
dictation. Note that various vendors use different terms to 


refer to these types of security, and care must be taken tc 
avoid confusion. Some protection schemes rely heavily 
upon human factors, while others use inaudible recordec 
tones or other special recording techniques in an almost 
fully automatic manner to protect the privacy oi 
dictation.
